"GREATER LOS ANGELES.” 


The subject of “Greater Los Ange- 
les” should interest every citizen — 
those who reside within the present 
city limits as well as those who live 
outside. The meeting held at Paulk's 


Hall on Thursday night was composed 


of representatives of the Pico Heights 
Improvement Club, the Harper tiact, 
the Southwest Improvement Associa- 
tion, and the University district. The 
report of Col. Eastman, chairman of 
the committee previously appointed to 
investigate the question of the annex- 
aition of these districts to the city, 
was an interesting and comprehensive 
statement of the case in favor of an- 
nexation. It was received with al- 
most unanimous approval. The report 
is published elsewhere in The Times 
of this morning, and speaks ably and 
convincingly for itself. 

The advantages which will accrue 
both to the city and to the outiying 
districts from including those dis- 
tricts within the city limits are numer- 
ous and obvious. As these are dwelt 


upon at some length by Col. Eastman 


they need not be enumerated here. By 
annexation the city will cain some 
8000 or 10,000 of population, which 
rightfully belongs to it, and there will 
also be a material increase in the tax- 
able valuation of the city. The subur- 
ban sections will reap the many ad- 
vantages of urban and systematic con- 
trol of public improvements, reduced 
water rates, reduced rates of ivsur- 
ance, better fire protection, etc.

First, a petition of one-fifth of the 
number of voters who voted at the

RACE PREJUDICE. _ 


Race prejudice is not yet dead in 
the South. It takes more than a gen- 
eration to make the haughty Southron 
willing to dismiss his former feeling of 
prejudice against the negro sufficiengly 
to accept the colored man as an equal 
and a brother. Old traditions and 
sentiments were not ail extirpated 
when slavery was wiped out, and the 
colored man who helped’to save the 
life of the nation is not regarded south 
of Mason and Dixon’s line as the so 
cial equal of the man who fought to 
destroy it. 

That this is the fact was recently 
evidenced when a committee cf the 
Massachusetts Legislature went South 
to investigate the causes of the re- 
moval of New England cotton mills 
to that section. On that committee 


was a colored man, Robert Teamoh, 


and when the party arrived at Rich- 
mond the Governor of Virginia, no 
knowing that there was a colored man 
among them, invited the committee to 
lunch at the Executive Mansion. But 
when he discovered the fact he 
showed him ordinary courtesy, but 
his dristocratic wife withdrew so soon 
as she became aware that one of the 
formerly enslaved race was in the 
parlor. The whole mental equilibrium 
of this noble Governor of Virginia was 
destroyed by the terrible incident, and 
he at once hastened to unbosom him- 
self to Senator Darling, the chairman 
of the committee, in regard to the 
episode, in the following language, in 
a letter which was dispatched to him 
after the committee’s departure from 
the mansion: 

“The time hes not come when I 
would knowingly invite a committee 
of any kind in which there was a 
colored man to dine or lunch at my 
private house or the zubernatorial 
mansion. While I trust I may never 


be so unmindful of the dignity of my 


official station as to treat a iegislative 
committee from another State, what- 
ever may be their Constitution or color, 
with discourtesy when they are call- 
ing in their official capacity and I am 
receiving in my official capacity, yet 
candor requires me to say that if I 
had been aware, or it had even been 
intimated to me, that a colored man 
was in your party, my attentions 
would have been much more formal 
than they were, and you would have 
been received at my executive office 
and not my mansion; for I draw the 
line on the negro at the social circle 
or any gise that suggests even 
a semblance of social equality.“ 
Massachusetts naturally resents the 
way in which her colored representa- 
tive was treated, and the action of the 
Ittee, who, out of respect to 
Southern race prejudices, received the 
agreement of Mr. Teamoh to accept 
‘the private hospitalities of the mem- 
bers of his race, while the other

The usés to which pictographs were put 
by the Indians are amusing. Before the 
days of warrantee and grant deeds for the 
conveyance of property in Southern Cali- 
fornia the Serrano Indians in the vicinity 
of Los Angeles practiced a method of 
marking trees to indicate the corner 
boundaries of patches of land. Indians 
owning areas of territory of whatever 
‘size would cut lines upon the bark of the 
‘tree corresponding to certain cheek lines 
drawn on their own faces. These lines 
ran outward and downward over the 
cheeks or perhaps over the chin only and 
were tattooed in color. These lines were 
made on the trees on the side facing the 
property, and were understandingly recog- 
nized by all. The marks were personal 
and distinctive, and when adopted by land- 
owners could not be used by any other 


person. 

Pictographing in the form of tattooing 
is to Indtan girls and women as dearly 
loved form of adornment as are the various 
forms of adornment to a modern civilized 
white belle. Blue marks tattoed on a 
Mojave woman's chin denote that she is 
married. Other California squaws tattoo 
in blue three narrow pinnate leaves per- 
pendicularly on their. chins and also lines 
of small dots on the backs of their hands. 
Nearly every Hupa Indian buck has ten 
lines tattooed across the inside of the 
left arm, about half way between the 
wrist and the elbow. In measuring shell- 
money it was the custom to take the string 
in his right hand, draw one end over his 
left thumb, and, if the other end reached 
to the uppermost of the tattoo lines the 
shells were worth $25 in gold. 

Of all American Indians given to tat- 
tooing those of the Northwest Coast of the 
Pacific are foremost. The tattooing prac- 
tices ok the Haidas are excelled only by 
the natives of the Fiji Islands or the 
King’s Mills group in the South Seas. The 
tattoo marks of the Haidas are heraldic 
designs or the family totem, or crests of 
the wéarers. These designs are invariably

The territory described in the petition, 
and which & is proposed to annex, extends 
to the westward of the present limits for 
two miles and on the north from the prés- 
ent southern boundary for two milles and 
a half. This territory is as fine in aspect 


as any portion on which Los Angeles city / 


is now built, and ts already largely popu- 
lated. The number of people living there 
isnot y known, but it is variously 
estimated at from 6000 to 8000 and even 
10,000. It is quite safe to predict that 
within ten years after annexation 25,000. 
people will be established there in con- 
ditions of comfort and luxury. 

The Southwestern Improvement Associa- 
tion and the Pico Heights Association, and 
the Harper tract and University people 
should, acting all together, at once take 
adequate measures to procure the legal 
number of signers to the petition herewith 
submitted.

To 
begin with 1892, the city rate was $1 per 
$100, of which 15 cents went into the eink- 
ing fund to reduce funded indebtedness 
and pay interest, in which the people of 
the districts to be annexed have not now, 
and will at no time have, any conmern; 


leaving 85 cents as the tax available for 


general purposes on $100, or on $1000 the

one and you have $15.60 so paid in excess 
of what is paid for the same purposes in 
the city. Such is the authentic showing 
for 1892. Now for 1893. For that year the 
city rate was $1, of which 20 cents went 
into the sinking fund, leaving 80 cents per 
$100, or a tax on $1000 of $8. The county 
rate was $1.33 per $100, or a tax on $1000 
of $18.30. The total city tax on $1000, ac- 
cordingly. was $21.30. The Rosedale tax 
was: County rate, $1.33; road tax, 30 
_cents, and school tax, 20 cents, per $100, or 
Add the poll tax 
of $2 and the total is $20.30, as against 
$21.30 in the city. Thus, had you lived in 
the city, you would have lost that year $1 
in taxes, but would have gained in the 
water rate (taking the five-room house as 
the basis.) $12, and on the item of insur- 
ance, $2.60, making a total of $14.60, or a 
net saving of $13.60 in the amount of your 
taxes. So much for 1893—for 1894 the show- 
ing is still better. The city rate was $1.20, 
of which 47 cents went into the sinking 
fund, leaving 73 cents per $100, or a tax on 
$1000 of $7.30. The county rats was $1.20 
per $100, or a tax on $1000 of $12. Total 


The election, in both the 


city tax, $19.30. Now, for Rosedale again: 
the county rate was $1.20; road tax, 30 
cents; school tax, $1.20, or $3.70 per $100, 
or a tax on $1000 of 327. Add the road poll 
tax, $2, and the total is $29. So, had vou 
lived in the cHy last year, you would have 
saved in taxes, $9.70 per $1000> on insur- 
ance, $2.60, and in water rates, $12. Here 
is a total loss in taxes of all kinds for 
1894, to the taxpayer in Rosedale of $24.30. 

As to the ‘Kem of water rates in the 
foregoing, it may be observed that the 
Pico Heights Water Company will, after 
annexation is accomplished, continue as 
now its services to the people, but the 
rates will be revised b 
Council and made to conform with those 
obtaining in the city at large. 

It is now conclusively shown that, in 
the event ‘of annexation, the burden of 
taxation upon the people in the districts 
proposed to be annexed will not be in- 
creased, but materially lightened. One 
other matter might be considered in this 
connection—that of the amounts assessed 
upon like properties in the city and in 
the suburbs—but it would require too 
much space to give the particulars. It is 
certain, however, that relatively about the 
Same valuation is made in. both places, 
or if there is any difference it is to the 
disadvantage of the taxpayers outside the 
city. Or if in some cases the assessed yal- 
uation is a trifle less in the suburbs, it 
is because the property is worth less, and 
not that the taxes are lighter. Several 
other advantages of scarcely minor im- 
portance will occur to most minds. Hold- 
ers of large tracts of vacant land will be 
compelled to change their policy in re- 
gard to them.

I have 
just received from L. and E., (two Amer- 
wan ladies) now in Paris, descriptions ot 
their enjoyment of the fete days preceding 
Lent; and how that, although every one 
was merry, jolly and free, throwing the 
paper confetti (little pieces of colored pa- 
per) all over every one, presenting pretty 
paper butterflies to the pretty girls; and 
although the streets were jammed with 
thousands. there was not in all Paris e 
drunken man to be seen, and not one ar- 
rest for disorderly conduct.

Plant Alfalfa. 
If one were to be asked what single 
product is of the most importance to the 
‘farmer in Southern California a majority 
of persons would probably reply, al- 
falfa.”” 
The Southern California farmer could 
get along very well without almost any 
other product that could be named, but if 
he were deprived of this most valuable 
forage grass it is difficult to say what he 
could do. The dry season of last year set 
a good many people in this section to 
thinking about the advantages of alfalfa, 
and a considerable area of land has been 
planted to alfalfa the past welve months, 
With plenty of alfalfa land selling at $100 
an acre, which is capable of yielding a 
net profit of $50 an acre in alfalfa, t is, 
indeed, surprising that more land is not 
devoted to its growth. In a good alfalfa 
section it takes from 2 to 4 cows to con- 
sume the product of an acre of alfalfa, 
but then it is not only good for cows, but 
is greedily eaten by hogs, horses, chickens 
and other farm animals. As orchards are 
extended in Southern California there will 
be a continually increasing demand for 
hay, so that the farmer who plants alfalfa 
now while land that is adapted to it is 
cheap, cannot well go wrong.

Many of 
them think wheat as good as corn, if not 
better. It the farmers in this State were 
of my opinion they. would feed at least 
one-fourth of all the wheat they raise, as 
I know there is more money in feeding 
than to sell at 1 cent per pound. 

It costs me per bushel to raise wheat, 
including 7 per cent. interest, etc., 58 
cents for*ten bushels per acre; fifteen 
bushels, 47 cents; twenty bushels, 47 cents; 
twenty-five bushels, 40 cents, and thirty 
bushels, 35 cents. 

From 335 to $100 per acre is the present 
value of land upon which wheat is pro- 
duced at cost named above. Land should

The 
first will bear but small, worthless fruit, 
while the other the finest peaches grown. 
Why? It is in the fruiting and the culti- 
vation. 

The same rule may apply to the pecan. 
While the wild growth 2 reach to the 
height of sixty or seventy-five feet, with 
wide-spreading limbs, yet they can be 
planted in groves 20x20 feet apart, making 
126 trees per acre. They can be headed 
the same as other trees until they assume 
something the form of a goblet, and after 
they begin to bear will give royal earn- 
ings for twenty or twenty-five years be- 
fore it will become necessary to cut any 
of them away.

It is not a prac- 
tice that we can recommend to farmers, 
who ought never to keep cows that are 
not valuable enough to breed from.

An Interesting Experiment. 
(Farm News:) From the proceedings of 


of rich men who play at farming, we take 
the following extracts from a paper read 
by Dr. Peter Collier of the New York 
Experimental Station. The doctor’s paper 
was filled with scientific terms, which we 
have taken the liberty of reducing to plain 
English where it was possible to do 80. 
In ‘this experiment every ounce of food 
was carefully weighed and a sample an- 
alyzed, and the experiment was conducted 
during the first period of coming into 
milk. The food was such as any good 
dairyman would furnish his cows, consiet- 
ing of hay, corn, ensilage roots, and, dur- 


peas, corn and sorghum. Besides these 
there was given each day a grain ration 
varied according to the season, consisting 
of wheat bran, cornmeal, cotton-seed 4 
linseed meal, crushed oats, gluten, etc. 
These were fed at different times to make 
a variety in their food.

The average dry matter in the food con- 
sumed was seventeen and three-quarters 
pounds a day, equal to twenty-one and 
one-half pounds thousand pounds 
of live weight.

The 
males should always be of pure blood and 
care should be taken to secure animals 
that have excellencies of their own. as 
well as the supposed ability to transmit 
the good qualities of ‘breed which 
they represent. 


Variety for Fattening Animals. 
(American Cultivator:) Because a kind of 
food is poor in nutritive value, it does not 
follow that none of it should be given to 
stock which ft is desired to force rapidly. 
Quite often the poor food is most needed 
to prevent undue clogging of the digestive 
apparatus. When we have fattened hogs 
on corn, a small quantity of wheat mid- 
dlings in milk, or, if milk cannot be got, 
in water, was always greedily eaten.

Whether or 
not the company can use the funds in the 
treasury for providing the facilities for 
carrying the water to any point they de- 
sire, is not so plain.. If those funds have 
been contributed by. the stockholders in 
assessments—and by assessments is meant 
the regular levy for the use of the water 
provided, payable monthly into the treas- 
ury, it is mot within the power of the 
company to use them for conveying water 
to stockholders without the district, even 
to the owners of the original stock, Which 
is privileged, and one shate of which - is 
equal to ten single shares of the later is- 
sue. It is true that water may be fur- 
nished to any person owning stock, but it 
is said by those conversant with the facts, 
that the piping must be at the expense 
of the individual stockholder in such case, 
afid not of the whole body of stockholders. 
As the matter now stands, persons buying 
land in Pasadena become also the owners 
of the water-stock belonging to that land. 
They are compelled to buy it, for they 
must have water and water service. The 
directors are elected from the large owners 
‘of stock, usually, and they regulate the 
company’s affairs, levy the toll, and the 
mall holder is helpless in their hands. 
He can at least express his opinions, and 
in the last month, since the matter has 
been agitated, he has done so.
